Dr, Charles B Havens, dean 
and register of Martin College, 
Pulaski, Tennessee, has accepted I

and assumed his duties there 
early in June. 

As dean and register of Martin 
College, Dr. Havens assisted la 
that school’s successful campaign: 
for funds, students and assreJ- 
itatton. He also was intrumental 
in moderating and standardizing 
the academic curricula and records 
of the college to the extent tha’. 
they were acceptable to the South- ■ 
ern Association of Colleges. 

Dr. Havens, 33, was graduated I 
from London High School; end 
Sue Bennett Junior College, Lon- | 
don, Kentucky, in 1942 He serv¬ 
ed with the USAAF Weather 
Service in this country and In 
India during World War 11. Fol¬ 
lowing his graduation from Cen¬ 
tre College. Danville, Kentucky, 
in 1948, he taught for a year at 
Pikevllle High Schol, Pikevllle, 
Kentucky. He received his M_A. 
and Ph D from Vanderbilt 
University. 

He ts married to the former 
Miss Iris Anderson, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. H Anderon 
Pikevllle. Ky . and has a nineteen 
month old daughter, Carolyn 

Dr Havens was bom on Grassy 
Creek. Morgan County lie ts the 
son of Rev. and Mrs. Dewey H. 
Havens; brother of Joe R. Hav¬ 
ens manager of the London Who¬ 
lesale Dry Goods Company. Lon¬ 
don, Ky., and a brother of James 
11 Havens, Research Cnemlst, 
State Highway Research Labor¬ 
atory. UK. Lexington His mat-] 
emal grandparents were the late 
Mr and Mrs W. R. Rudd; his 
paternal grandparents were the 
late Mr. and Mrs. J. C Havens, 
he is a nephew of Mrs C S Jack- 
sun and Mrs Andrew Cecil.

Most of the Courier force ’- 
tended the summer meeting of 
the Kentucky Press Association 
at Cumberland Fails State Park 
last week end. Summer meet¬ 
ings of county seat newspaper¬ 
men are part social and pari 
recreational. But this is a guber¬ 
natorial election year in Ken¬ 
tucky. So the meeting took on 
the added feature of political 
specula.ion cm . II siut. 

Business sessions of the asso¬ 
ciation were held strictly to 
business and newspaper prob¬ 
lems, and the fact of a govern r’s 
race was completely submeiged 
For the association is strictly n n- 
partisan. But in small groups ar.d 
in seemingly careless conversa¬ 
tions, politics occupied a consid¬ 
erable part of the time of country 
editors and the meeting seethed 
with politics underneath a placid 
exterior. 

Since country editors have a 
pretty good feel of the pulse of 
the people at the grass roots 
level, their opinions are deemed 
worthy of recording by pollsters 
attempting to make an estimate 
of the outcome of the govemor-

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Recipients May Be 
Due Increase From 
Social Security Law 


Circular Reports 
On Sheep Flock 


“A new "drop-out" recomputa¬ 
tion, one of the provisions of the 
1954 social security amendments, 
may provide monthly benefit in¬ 
creases for many current benefi¬ 
ciaries,” social security district 
manager, Robert A. Flynn, said 
today. 

The law allows a recomputation 
of the benefit amount by droping 
out up to four or five years of 
low earnings or no earnings. In 
many cases this will have the 
effect of raising the average mon¬ 
thly wage and increasing the mon¬ 
thly benefit. 

One of the requirements for 
the drop-out recomputation is 
six calendar quarters of cover¬ 
age acquired after June 1953. This 
requirement may have been ful¬ 
filled as early as October 1954 
if . the._ petal security 
tTa’d*been paid at*least’ $50 inwag- 
es in the last calendar quarter 
of 1954 and in five preceedir.g 
quarters. Thirty-six hundred dol¬ 
lars paid any time in 1953 and 
$3600 any time in 1954 would 
also satisfy this requirement. 

“The 1954 amendments provid¬ 
ed a general benefit increase 
which was automatic for all pre¬ 
sent lecipients of monthly checks," 
Mr. Flynn emphasized. “However, 
the drop-out increases are not 
automatic. Applications should be 
filed promptly in the social sec¬ 
urity office at 340 14th.

The high school English class 
concentrates on developing the 
ability to draw inferences, to in¬ 
terpret what is read, to enlarge 
and enrich the vocabulary.

A tenth grade class studies the 
short story.

The teaching of reading does 
not stop in grade one but con¬ 
tinues throughout the twelve 
grades. As children grow older 
there are more and more ways 
for them to use their reading; it 
becomes a door to new and excit¬ 
ing activities.

The following news dispatch appeared in the Courier- 
Journal last Sunday, along witn a photostatic copy of one of the 
liquor company’s checks made payable to A. B. Chandler: 


FRANKFORT, Ky . Jun. 11 — 
Stale Park Commissioner Henry 
Ward today made public can¬ 
celed checks purporting to show 
that A B. Chandler received $32.- 
841 40 from a Lexington whole¬ 
sale-whiskey firm while he was 
a United States senator and af¬ 
terward. while he was high com¬ 
missioner of baseball. 

Ward said in a prepared state¬ 
ment the money was paid to 
Chandler, either as a member of 
the law firm of Chandler and 
Colvin P Rouse. Versailles, or as 
an individual, by United Whole¬ 
sale Liquor Company of Lexing¬ 
ton. between August 10, 1945, 

and January 11, 1348. 

He asked Chandler to explain 
what he did to earn the money. 


was to reveal to the people of 
Kentucky that Chandler hat rep¬ 
resented the interests of that 
wholesalewhiskey firm, and to 
determine, if possible, how much 
he received from that outside 
source while he was on the offi¬ 
cial payroll supposedly repre¬ 
senting the people at Washington. 

Ward’s statement added: 

"These questions relate to 
Chandler's outside activities dur¬ 
ing the time he was a public of¬ 
ficial, and they also have a bear¬ 
ing on the moral issue of repre¬ 
senting a whiskey firm while 
supposedly setting an example 
for the youth of the land as na¬ 
tional baseball commissioner

Ward also produced photostatic 
copies of two checks issued by J 
S. Mahan, then president and 
treasurer of the whiskey firm. 

One check, for $10,636 12 pay¬ 
able to Chandler and Rouae. 
was endorsed by Chandler with 
his and Rouae's names The 
other check, for $1,450. payable 
to Chandler, was endorsed by 
Chandler. 

Ward noted that Chandler was 
in the Senate In 1944 and 1945 
and did not resign until October 
31, 1945. to become baseball com¬ 
missioner. 

Further. Ward asserted. "The 
people of Kentucky have a right 
to know whether Chandler has 
or has had similar agreements 
with any other whiskey produc¬ 
ers or distributors'" 

"As a citizen," Ward added. 
"1 would like him to say whe*her 
hr ha? an agreement with 
the Pilgrim Distributing Com¬ 
pany relative to the sale of whis¬ 
key or gin. and to explain the 
details of such an agreement ’ 


Ward Tells Purpose 


Ward sai I that when he chal- 
lenged Chandler on Wednesday 
to permit an examination of hi? 
income-tax returns, "the purpose 


‘'Chandler ought to explain 
these matters himself, and not 
try to dodge the issues by hav¬ 
ing statements made by his 
campaign manager, Joe Leary. 
Chandler is the candidate for 
governor He is the one to an¬ 
swer to the public. 

"I am not a candidate for any¬ 
thing. but my own income-tax 
returns are available for anyone 
to see I have never sought or 
accepted pay outside of my sai- 
. rv as a State official since 1 
have held this pest as commis¬ 
sioner of conservation.” 

Rouse, former law partner of 
Chandler, was reached at his 
home in Versailles. He said the 
law firm was employed by the 
liquor wholesalers “and we per¬ 
formed legal services for them 
ar i were paid for it." 

Rouse said Chandler was the 
senior member of the law firm 
and rendered the most services. 
Rouse said he handled the legal 
details, such as drafting incor¬ 
poration papers, leases, contrac's 
and the like. 

Mahan, reached at his summer

Chandler, at Corbin, declined 
to comment.

LOYALTY OF MOUNTAINS TO 
A NATIVE SON 


(The Lexington Herald) 


Having attended both the Sixth District rally 
of former Gov. A. B (Happy) Chandler at Win¬ 
chester and the general opening of the campaign 
of former Court of Appeals Judge Bert Combs at 
Shelbyville last Thursday, we are inc'ined to 
chance a few observations concerning tue Demo¬ 
cratic primary that has now been fully opened. 

As to crowd sizes, since previous comment 
has been made upon the attendance at the 
Chandler rallies, it may be said that the Shelby¬ 
ville crowd that heard Judge Combs was one of 
the largest ever present at a political speaking 
in the state. His crowd at Shelbyville was larger 
than that which heard former Vice President 
Alben W. Barkley open his campaign there in 
the same Fair Grounds a year before. While 
nearby Frankfort and Louisville accounted for a 
large element in this crowd, there was a tre¬ 
mendous outpouring from Eastern Kentucky 
counties, especially those in the section from 
which Judge Combs was elected to the Appellate 
Court. These attest both the loyalty of the moun¬ 
tains to a native son, one of the most notable 
traits of Kentucky character, and the esteem for 
Judge Combs in his own part of the state. The 
weather on the night of his opening was ideal, 
and Lexington throughout the day heard the 
sirens of motorcades en route to the Shelbyville 
mecca. Along the way, especially those who 
went by Versailles, they might have thought 
they were seeing more Chandler signs on auto¬ 
mobile bumpers, but on arrival in Shelbyville 
it was easy to see why, because there were liter¬ 
ally acres of Combs cars there. 


Due to excellent park supervision and pub¬ 
licity, more and more people are enjoying facili¬ 
ties at Kentucky’s parks—lovely in spring ind 
summer, incredibly beautiful in autumn. Fami¬ 
lies should plan now to spend some time visiting 
parks and shrines within the state’s border to see 
for themselves the progress made in parks in 
recent years. 

Morgan countians could pack a picnic lunch 
(or plan to eat at a park restaurant or lodge), 
put the children in the car, and be off for a day 
in any one of several nearby parks, and get back 
home at a reasonable hour. Parks located within 
a day’s drive of this region include Carter Caves. 
Dewev Lake. Natural Bridge. Levi Jackson Wild¬ 
erness Road. Cumberland Falls, My Old Kentucky 
Home, and Lincoln Homestead and Memorial. 

While the chief attraction at eacn park is 
often different—caves at one, waterfalls, lakes, 
museums, monuments at others—many of the 
recreational facilities are the same, with areas 
for picnicking, camping, boating, fishing, swim¬ 
ming, horseback riding. 

Yes—Kentuckians are proud of their parks, 
and justly so. And, Kentuckians are not only 
visiting their parks, but they are directing out- 
of-staters to them. In 1936 some 350.000 people 
visited our parks; last year more than three 
million visitors enjoyed the natural beauties and 
facilities of the parks.

WE CAN BE PROUD OF OUR PARKS 


It is a known fact that Kentucky has one of 
the best State Park systems in the country. 
Within the past few years improvements at the 
parks have been so marked as to make them into 
one of the state’s foremost attractions. 

One can remember, with nostalgia perhaps, 
the old promenade floor at Natural Bridge, but 
one can now point with pride to the magnificent 
grounds, the ultramodern cottages, bathhouse 
and beach, and roads at this state-maintained 
park. Eastern Kentuckians, particularly, have 
no trouble recalling backwoods accommodations 
once offered at Carter Caves. Today's picture 
of this—one of our newest—state parks is a por¬ 
trayal of natural beauty enhanced by roads, 
boating facilities, and cottages. 

The contrast in how parks once were al¬ 
lowed to “operate” themselves and how they 
are now maintained is so vivid as to make one 
consider ridiculous the suggestion that state parks 
revert to private operation These chief tourist 
attractions should be maintained, staffed, super¬ 
vised and publicized by specialist in those par¬ 
ticular fields, and not by individuals who might 
be more concerned with the tourist dollar than 
with the tourist comfort. 


MORE ON SALK VACCINE 

A few weeks ago we, along with others, were 
writing and publishing editorials lauding the 
merits of Dr. Jonas S3lk and Salk vaccine To¬ 
day. despite setbacks that have been no less than 
catastrophes, we still feel that Dr. Salk and 
others responsible for the polio-preventing vac¬ 
cine are worthy of all the praise heaped upon* 
them. 

However, we think we would be safe in as¬ 
suming that other editorialists also went about 
their writing of rave-notice reviews for Salk 
vaccine before its performance in the schools 
throughout the country, instead of after, on 
the basis of faith—faith in a lot of people who 
gave the go-ahead signal for the mass polio pre¬ 
ventive program. But—and we are sure others 
felt as we did—we wrote our editorial with some 
apprehension. Suppose, we told ourselves, we 
sanction this mass polio vaccination program that 
by its very massiveness might start a nation¬ 
wide polio epidemic. For, we said, who knows 
the effect upon humanity of several thousand 
schoolchildren carrying polio vaccine in their 
bodies. 

Then, too, we could not rid ourselves of the 
feeling that Americans can be talked into any¬ 
thing quicker than anybody. Why were we 
waiting, panther-like, to pounce on this new 
thing’’ We further told ourselves that the very 
nature of the propaganda—similar to a carefully- 
plotted piece of fiction that would build to a 
tremendous climax—showed our gullability and 
readiness to make guinea-pigs of our children 
in a moment's notice. 

Lastly, we talked ourselves out of any notion 
we had that the entire vaccine setup could be 
communist-inspired, a scheme initiated to im¬ 
pregnate an entire generation of Americans with 
a vaccine that had been tampered with in order 
to have a crippled America, vulnerable to com¬ 
munist attack—bomb-wise or propaganda-wise. 

These are the things we talked ourselves into 
thinking could not be—and we are glad we did. 
And, no doubt, other editorial writers, feel the 
same way. We do think, however, authorities 
were hasty in releasing the vaccine. For though 
they gave as their reason for its distribution at 
that time the imminence of the polio season, it 
is now two months later and apparently after the 
government completes its safety tests, the vac¬ 
cine will be allotted for use. 

Exactly how much better it would have 
been had the vacrine not been distributed at the 
time it was we do not know. If the vaccine had 
not been distributed for use and a number of 
schoolchildren had become victims of polio, then 
there is no doubt but that we would be raking 
polio authorities over the coals for allowing such 
to happen when they had it within their power to 
prevent the disease.

The salary of all other 
teachers during the same time was based on the same 
schedule.

CLEMENTS FAVORS 
FOOD FOR NEEDY 


Senator Earle C. Clements of 
Kentucky has urged a Subcom¬ 
mittee of the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture and Forestry to 
consider favorably a bill intro¬ 
duced by him in January author¬ 
izing the Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture to distribute wheat, corn, 
and other food commodities in 
processed and packaged form »o 
the unemployed in the United 
States, their families, the school- 
lunch program, institutions, and 
welfare agencies. 

In a statement prepared for 
presentation to the Subcomm't- 
tee. Clements stated the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture had advised 
him it was of the opinion that it 
did not have authority under 
existing statutes to process and 
package wheat, corn, and other 
grains. "The purpose of the bill," 
Clements said, “was to clarify for 
once and all the authority of the 
Secretary to carry out such a 
program.” 

Clements noted that "in this 
period of oft-publicized prosper¬ 
ity these states (represented by 
the co-sponsors in Kentucky. W, 
Virginia, Alabama. Missouri, In¬ 
diana, Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
South Carolina) have localized 
unemployment problems compar¬ 
able to those of depression days. 
The situation in the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky with respect 
to unemployment has long since 
reached alarming proportions.” 

Clements stated that as of the 
first of May 237,925 unemployed 
persons and their families in 
Kentucky were certified and re¬ 
ceiving food under the distribu¬ 
tion program. A year ago the 
approximate number of Ken¬ 
tucky recipients came to 135,000. 

Clements also noted that on a 
national level 3.387.810 persons 
were eligible under the food dis¬ 
tribution program as compared to 
729.901 a year earlier. Clements 
stated that under the present 
program the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture is distributing butter 
cheese, non-fat dry n.ilk solids, 
shortening, dried beans, and rice. 
He pointed out the large quan¬ 
tity of wheat and corn owned or 
under loan by Commodity Credit 
Corporation available for pro¬ 
cessing, emphasizing its need for 
inclusion as a means of a better 
balanced diet. 

Clements noted that the House 
Committee on Agriculture had 
recently considered a comparable 
proposal introduced by Congress¬ 
man Pat Jennings of Virginia, 
approving it in amended form. 
Under this bill the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
would undertake the distribution 
of the processed flour and cereal 
made available under the pro¬ 
gram in those areas (1) declared 
to be a substantial surplus labor 
area by the Secretary of Labor, 
or (2) determined by the Presi¬ 
dent to have suffered a major 

’ • I . - a. W.. I 
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the Federal Government. Clem¬ 
ents stated that in this respect 
there are presently 30 counties 
in the Commonwealth which 
have been certified by the Sec¬ 
retary of Labor as Group IV or 
substantial labor surplus areas.

Conservation’s Division of Flood 
Control and Water Usage, it was 
announced here today. 

The map, which was compiled 
and is being distributed by the 
State Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Board at a nominal 
price of fifty cents a copy, is 
printed upon a scale of one Inch 
to each ten miles. 

“The map is of value to sr.y 
one interested in water conserva¬ 
tion, and especially for munici¬ 
pal, agricultural and industrial 
uses as well as agricultural irri¬ 
gation," according to S. A Wake¬ 
field, director of the flood con¬ 
trol division. 

More than 1,000 streams are 
listed and range from the Ohio 
River to small creeks.

Foreign language news¬ 
papers and magazines are fascin¬ 
ating and challenging to him. 

Daily repetition of simple ques¬ 
tions between student and teach¬ 
er encourages using the lan¬ 
guage. Words needed for these 
conversations are written pre¬ 
viously and pronunciation ex¬ 
plained on the board or by charts 
More advanced students take 
pride in using as little English as 
porsible in class. The tape re¬ 
corder gives the pupil a chance | 
to hear himself and get the criti- ; 
cum of both teacher and class¬ 
mates. 

Advertisements in our maga-1 
zines provide an inexhaustible i 
source of good material for learn- | 
ing new. usable words. In the | 
classroom there are good die -1 
tionaries which students use 1 
freely. Usually pupils want small¬ 
er ones of their own. and they , 
are given the chance to use them 
in original conversations and 
stories. 

Record players are used both 
for pleasure and actual learning. 
Hearing the music of the people 
whose language one is studying 
creates a bond with that people 

The commercially prepared lan¬ 
guage course records are used to 
good advantage to increase un¬ 
derstanding They provide a 
change from the teacher's voice 
and give the pupil an opportun¬ 
ity to test his ability to under¬ 
stand. 

Movies of foreign countries are 
used to show the differences and 
similarities between other na¬ 
tions and our own. Motion pic¬ 
tures are planned well in ad¬ 
vance to follow the classroom 
text and subject matter as well 
as the development of the stu¬ 
dents’ abilities. The use of good 
textbooks is increased and made \ 
more interesting by these other 
materials. 

With the modern methods of 
making French. Spanish and Ger¬ 
man useful tools for living, pu¬ 
pils themselves are becoming j 
aware of the great need for peo- ' 
pie over the world to understand 
one another as a step toward 
a goal of all educationpeace.

"PAY DAY IN MAY" is the 
slogan used in reference to in¬ 
come from strawberries. It is an 
appropriate slogan, too, especially 
if the grower is one of the so- 
called small farmers with a 
large, hard-working family. I 
have recently gained some first¬ 
hand experience with strawber¬ 
ries, having just completed the 
harvesting and marekting of five 
acres of Blakemorcs and Ten- 
Re<>t>*ie< and since there 
is so much interest in berries at 
this time, I am passing along my 
impressions of the crop. 

First, and of most importance, 
is the need for a marketing or¬ 
ganization. I cannot think of a 
more helpless feeii titan that of 
having a fine crop of berries with 
no place to sell 1 v "m. The acre¬ 
age in the commuu.ty should be 
large enough to merit a cooper¬ 
ative association and volume 
enough to ship to distant mar¬ 
kets. Strawberries are esentlally 
a “family labor” crop. On our 
five acre plot the cost of labor 
during the first year was Just 
about $100 per acre. On the 
small farm most of this work 
would have been done by family 
labor. The family would also 
have earned a lot of money paid 
for picking and supervising. 

Another thing that impresses 
me about the strawberry crop is 
its value to the community. In 
picking our Tennessee Beauties 
W• would often spend $60 pet 
acre in one day just for picking 
and it was not uncommon for 
pickers to earn eight or ten dol¬ 
lars by midday Daily earnings 
of some family growers often ex¬ 
ceeded $25 a day. This Is big 
money for many rural families 

High acre yields are essential 
for profits. We lost money on 
our Blakemores because the yield 
was poor but t h e Tennessee 
Beauties were very profitable
